COREA, SECRETARY GENERAL OF UNCTAD. WE REVIEWED THE 
BIDDING. CHUCK WAS LIKE A CLAM ABOUT OUR POSITIONS, 

IN SPITE OF THE NYTIMES STORY TODAY ABOUT THE IRB. 

CIEC - LIKEWISE, CHUCK S MEETING WITH THAT INTER- 
NATIONAL SCOUNDREL PEREZ GUERRERO, WHO CAME IN TO TALK 
CIEC. 

BRAZIL (SHOES) - I REACHED SILVEIRA. I TOLD HIM YOU

2. TREASURY EXPOSES ITS FEARS ABOUT TRENDS IN THE IMF 

AT A MEETING OF THE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY GROUP TODAY, 
ED YEO LAID OUT TREASURY'S CONCERNS ABOUT THE IMF 
TURNING INTO A DEVELOPMENT AGENCY AND THE EROSION OF

1 . ART HARTMAN AND I TALKED WITH MALITA, WHO IS A 
SPECIAL COUNSELOR TO THE ROMANIAN PRESIDENT, ABOUT 
ROMANIA'S ROLE IN THE UN AND THE LONG-TERM FUTURE 
OF THE UN SYSTEM. THEY ARE STILL HOPING SOMETHING 
CAN BE DONE TO RATIONALIZE UN PROCEDURES AND PERHAPS 
EVENTUALLY THE CHARTER ITSELF. HE TALKED ALSO AT 
SOME LENGTH ABOUT ROMANIA’S PERCEPTIONS OF THE G-77 

TO WHICH THEY NOW BELONG, ARGUING THAT ROMANIA CAN BE 
HELPFUL IN DEMONSTRATING TO THE RADICAL DEVELOPING 
NATION MEMBERS THAT PRIVATE TECHNOLOGY CAN BE MARRIED 
WITH SOCIALIST INSTITUTIONS IN AN ACCEPTABLE FASHION. 

2. I HOSTED A SMALL LUNCHEON FOR GAMANI COREA OF UNCTAD 
WITH JOE GREENWALD, PAUL BOEKER AND OTHERS. WE EXAMINED 
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IN CONSIDERABLE DETAIL THE ISSUES INVOLVED IN UNCTAD'S 
RELATION WITH CIEC AND COREA'S IDEAS ABOUT UNCTAD'S 
FUTURE. HE CONTINUES TO STRESS THE SYMBOLIC NATURE OF 
HIS "COMMON FUND PROPOSAL," AND IS ANXIOUS THAT UNCTAD 
NOT END IN POLITICAL CONFRONTATION. I ALSO EXPLAINED 
THE PROBLEM OF THE TIMING OF YOUR UNCTAD SPEECH, TOLD 
HIM YOU WERE ASKING THORN IF HE WOULD MIND EXCHANGING 
PLACES ON THE PROGRAM AND ALSO ASKED COREA TO DO WHAT 
HE COULD TO HELP FACILITATE THE SWITCH. HE SAID HE 
THOUGHT THAT THORN WOULD AGREE READILY UNDER THE CIR- 
CUMSTANCES. 

EA - MR. HABIB 

DEPUTY VICE MINISTER YOSHINO. I HAD A GENERAL TOUR 
D'HORIZON ON SOUTHEAST ASIA WITH JAPANESE MFA DEPUTY 
VICE MINISTER YOSHINO. YOSHINO SAID THAT YOUNGER 
JAPANESE MFA OFFICERS ARE URGING THE GOJ TO PLAY A 
BRIDGING ROLE BETWEEN ASEAN AND THE COMMUNIST COUNTRIES 
OF INDOCHINA. JAPAN IS CONSIDERING IN THIS CONTEXT 
REACTIVATING THE MEKONG COMMITTEE-A STEP WHICH HAS 
EVOKED CONSIDERABLE THAI INTEREST. YOSHINO STATED 
THAT JAPAN IS ANXIOUS TO DO WHAT IT CAN TO STRENGTHEN 
THE ASEAN COUNTRIES. WE ALSO DISCUSSED KOREA BRIEFLY, 

BUT NO NEW GROUND WAS BROKEN. 

CINCPAC. ADMIRAL GAYLER AND I DISCUSSED SECURITY 
ISSUES RELATED TO KOREA, AND THE JOINT U.S.-ROK SECURITY 
CONSULTATIVE MEETING SCHEDULED FOR HAWAII IN LATE MAY. 
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IN DISCUSSING RESIDUAL MILITARY/INTELLIGENCE FACILITIES 
IN THAILAND, AND THE RELATED ISSUE OF POSSIBLE USE OF 
SOME FACILITIES IN SINGAPORE, GAYLER EXPRESSED COMPLETE 
AGREEMENT THAT WE SHOULD SEEK IN THAILAND ONLY THE 
ESSENTIAL MINIMUM. CIVILIANIZATION OF ANY U.S. PRESENCE 
IN UTAPAO WOULD BE QUITE ACCEPTABLE TO HIM. HE ALSO 
AGREED THAT WE SHOULD BE CAREFUL NOT TO OVERLOAD THE 
SINGAPORE CIRCUIT, IN ANY OPTIONS WE MIGHT CHOOSE IN 
THAT REGARD.
